CROOKED CONDUCTORS. 


Two Santa Fe Freight Men Get Away With 
Thousands of Dollars. 


By Telegraph to the Post- ATCH, 
were issued yesterday in the United States 
District Court for R. McGee and Thomas Rug- 
gles, freight conductors on the Santa Fe road, 
running from Arkansas City to Purcell, I. T. 
The warrants are the result ot an investiga- 
tion on the part of an agent ofthe company who 
claims to have learned that the two men were 
doing the passenger business from Purcell to 
Arkansas City. It was observed that when 
the trains ran by thesetwo men reached Ar- 
kansas City they would have with them a 
large number of Indians and whites and 
the passen trains would have comparative- 
ly few. e regular fare between the two 
ints is $4.50, and on investigation it was 
earned that MoGee and Ruggles would carry 
the people for $2 each from Purcelito the Kan- 
sas point, and for the same amount in return. In 
1 for coming to the United 
States Court, now being heid here, the two 
conductors engaged in & smart rivairy to get 
the passenger trade and cut rates on each 
other. Each had out agents soliciting trade and 
in this way created considerable excitement. 
The last passengers rode from Purcell to Ark- 
ansas City for $1. The two men had paper 
slips, one inch by two, for tickets, trie MeGee 
ticket having one bole punched in it for one 
trip and the uagies two holes, and on the re- 
turn the McGee ticket had five holes punched 
and the Ruggles ticket seven. In this way 
they wouldjkeep their business in shape. The 
M ticket was good on the Ruggſes train, 
and vice versa. The most reliable informa- 
tion secured by the agent is that they had been 
engaged in their crooked work for some 
months and had secured several thousand 
dollars. It is supposed they made their way 
into the Territory, where the officer has gone 
to look for them.

SERIOUS CHARGES 


Made Against Mrs. Ady by Mrs. J. G. Will- 
ams To-Day. 


Mrs. J. G. Williams of Chicago,accompanied 
by her attorney, ex-Gov. Charles P. Johnson, 
called at the office of Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Dierkes to-day and swore to in- 
formation for a warrant against Doctress 
Rebecca L. Ady, the Olive street bath-house 
proprietress. It charges Mrs. Ady with the 
embezzlement by ballee of $900 worth of 
jewelry. Mrs. Williams states that while 
bere last June she had deen drink- 
ing very hard and went to Mme. 


Ady’s to get some baths on which to sober up. 
Instead of giving her baths, she avers, the 
doctress told her she needed rest, and kept 
her atthe place four days, Alina her with 
whisky all the time. The latter had missed 
her jewelry, consisting of a pair of diamond 
ear-rings, aciluster ring set with three dia- 
monds, a diamond eollar-b „ breastpin 
set with five diamonds, an breast pin in 
the shape of a pansy set with one diamond 

still another obreastpin and her gold 
watoh. The jewelry, she was 
worth $900. hen she spoke to Mrs. 
Ady about it the latter said the jewels were 
all right, she having put them away to pre- 
vent dishonest servants from steal them. 
When Mrs. Williams was leaving on June 380 
Mrs. Ady said her bill was $110 for the four 
days, She * reduced it to $100and ad- 
vanced Mrs. Williams $12 on which to return to 
Chicago. The latter then got a receipt from her 
vag et pe og collateral payment in full for 
the bill of $112. The jewelry was the collateral 
payment. Mrs. Williams says she wanted 
everything described in the receipt and the 
amount of actualcash advanced her stated, 
but Mrs. Ady refused to give such a receipt, 
stating that she was responsible. She gave 
her the following receipt, which Mrs. Williams 
now holds:

AN EXPLANATION OF HOW THE STREET 
SWEEPING IS DONE. _ 


How the Gangs on the Streets Are Made Up 
—Over $300,000 Worth of Improvements 
Going On in the City—Delegate Mona- 
han’s Letter to Supt. Bailey—No Danger 
to Be Feared From Yellow Fever—Fre- 
cautions Taken to Guard Against the 


Plague. 


A great many explanations aside from the 
figures have been voluntered to solve the 
question of why the Council has been so deter- 
mined in rejecting the contracts for sweeping 
the public streets by means of machines. 
The objection made by the Public Improve- 
ment Committee of the Couneil was that 
there was too much discrimination against 
certain portions of the city. A great deal of 
talk was created dy the action of the Council 
to the effect that they were ‘‘making votes’’ 
by keeping the machines off of the streets and 
putting in their places laborers with hand- 
brooms. The number of men employed 
is more than is necessary to do 
the work, 80 they are divided 
into gangs, and puton turn about, and the 
work so divided that each man shall get about 
an equal portion. An effort is made to keep 
as many men as possible employed on the 


ork.

Public Work. 


The Municipal Assembly in the last special 
session, which was called on the 8lst of Au- 
gust and adjourned last week., got

Assembly. These contracts will aggregate 
about $300,000 worth of work, a great part of it 
being devoted to street and sewer improve- 
ments.

Some 
$30,000 worth of work was contracted for on 
the primary embankment ofthe new conduit 
for the water-works atthe Chain of Rocks. 
Several miles of streets were put into the 
hands of contractors under the super- 
vision of the Street Department for 
grading, repairing and paving. Improvement 
work in the way of repairs, alterations and 
additions at the city institutions were pro- 
vided for 82 Some money was ap- 
a for public park improvement. 

A large number of small contracts were let 
for touehes here and there, which will be of 
material benefit to the city.

He was distinguished for 
versatility, vivacity and lucidity of expo- 
sition rather than profundity and patient 
investigation. He was more of the enter- 
taining writer and lecturer than of the 
profound scholar, and may be called the 
connecting link between the laboratory 
aud the public. He did not, therefore, 
rank with the greatest of scientific men. 

But he was certainly an entertaining 
writer and a man of remarkable and 
varied accomplishments. He delighted 
to examine into the principles underly- 
ing, notonly scientific phenomena, but 
the common things of life, such as sports, 
games and évery-day pursuits. In this 
way he drew to himself a wider circle of 
readers and of literary friends and ad- 
mirers than perhaps any other man who 
had claims to high scientific attain- 
ment. 

It was natural and pardonabile, perhaps, 
that in the attempt to fill his many engage - 
ments with newspapers, magazines and 
lebture bureaus he should have descended 
sometimes to the.level of the literary hack.

He says 
in effect that trusts are matters of national 
concern and that Congress has something to 
do with them. If Congress has, then tn- 
doubtedly the President has.
